If the defect is reco gnized in Its 
early stages, cure can 
be acco m­ 
plished* by massage, the wearing o f 
pro per sho es, fo o t exercises, and the 
use o f special fo o t baths. 
In mo st 
instances, unfo rtunately# the co ndi­ 
tio n is neglected and the physician is 
no t co nsulted until severe damage 
has been do ne the afflicted jo int. 
In 
such cases, co mplete cure can be 
bro ught abo ut o nly by a mino r sur­ 
gical o peratio n. 
Many perso ns reso rt to the use o f 
bunio n piasters. These are frequent­ 
ly beneficial and usually aid in the 
preventio n o f further irritatio n. They 
are o f particular value in that they 
remo ve pressure fro m the Ro re o r in­ 
flamed jo int. 
But it must be bo rne in mind that 
If the sufferer co ntinues to wear tight 
and po inted sho es and neglects the 
hygiene o f his feet, it is pro bable he 
will never be cured o f the afflictio n.

Many persons resort to the use of 


bunion plasters. These are frequent- 
ly beneficial and usually aid in the 
prevention of further irritation. They 
are of particular value !n that they 
remove pressure from the sore or in- 
flamed joint.
